US* Congressman Says . . . 

Enquirer's New J 

A U.S. Congressman says stories 
in The ENQUIRER about new evi- 
dence in the John F. Kennedy as- 
sassination are “just as good” as 
anything. turned up by the House 
assassinations committee. 

Rep. Robert Badham (R.-Calif.), a 
member of the House administration 
subcommittee which recently approv- 
ed a $2.6 million budget for the House 
assassinations committee, was refer- 
ring to articles which appeared in the 
April 26 edition of The ENQUIRER. 

“We had this big closed meeting/' 
Rep, Badham said. 

“The members of the assassinations 
committee were there and they were 
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telling us this was real- 
ly 'super hot stuff. 

“They cleared the 
room and we got a 
brief look.” 

That night in the su- 
permarket, Badham 
said, “I saw The EN- 
QUIRER with the head- 
line, ‘Oswald Did Not „ 

KiU JFK ’ So I grabbed 
a copy, took it home and 
read it. The stuff that The ENQUIR- 
ER pulled out was just as good as 
anything." The next day during a com- 


mittee hearing, Rep. Badham waved 
a copy of The ENQUIRER and boldly 
announced: 

“Here is all the secret evidence we 
were given yesterday.” 

The California Congressman then 
proposed that the committee investi- 
gating the deaths of John F. Kennedy 
and Dr. Martin Luther King be given 
enough money to buy each of its staff 
and members a copy of The EN- 
QUIRER. “That (the proposal ) was 
killed for lack of a second/' he con- 
cluded, 
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
